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1. Chief, KUBARK's letter to POSONNET/l which had been received by Tokyo 

Station for delivery by C 33 under reference A above was shown to 

and acknowledged by P0S0NNET/1 on 11; December 1959* Forwarded herewith is 

C_ SI contact report of the meeting. The Station's inability to establish 
direct contact with POSONNET/l earlier was due to the latter's allegedly very 
tight meeting/conference schedule contingent with his Diet activities. 

2. In compliance with instructions contained in Reference A, Chief, 

KUBARK's letter was returned to Station custody. POSONNET/l was quite agreeable 
in returning the letter and politely indicated he wished to thank Chief, KUBARK 
for having remembered him. 

3. During the summer and fall of 195? vhen POSONNET/l was heavily involved 
in the LDP's internal house straightening with respect to the Security Treaty, 
Tokyo Station had ample time to survey his personality and political prowess as 
reflected in his maneuverings and in his statements. The Station was also able 
to get additional sidelights on the man's reputation from a variety of contacts 
and assets. We have come to the conclusion that POSONNET/l, vhile he may have 
been a capable pre-war cabinet minister, is now regarded pretty much as a 
machine-type politician by his colleagues in the LDP. His prominent post is 
generally regarded by other LDPers as a prestige position doled out by Prime 
Minister KISHI in his never ending battle to keep the balance of factional power 
of the LDP in his (KISHI' s) favor. 

U. In the Station' s recent contact with POSONNET/l we found that POSONNET/l 
has a distinct tendency to "blow his own trumpet" too loudly and consistently 
trying to impress the American side with how -well he understands the East-West 
tensions and how he "single-handedly" was able to get the whole LDP in line 
behind the revision of the Security Treaty. POSONNET/l is too staid in his ways 
as a politician of the "old school," we believe, to be willing or even capable 
of understanding the subtleties of modern-day PP and political action methods. 
Were he willing to change his pace, he is far too old and pompous to sit and 
talk details with us. Even during the brief meeting C - S had with POSONNET/l 
the subject always kept returning to the "big picture" concept.

the medium of his letter. We regret this communication cannot be more positive 
in content but we feel the next move must be made by POSONNET/l since we have 
already quite definitely indicated our willingness to meet with him to discuss 
the current political situation. As of this writing we are not very optimistic 
that anything further will result from this relationship.

CHRONOLOGICAL ACCOUNT ! 

1. By pre-arrangement CL L called on POSONNET/l at the latter > s business! 
office (iden A) located approximately one block west of the Azabu Prince Hotel. 

arrived at the designated meeting site at approximately 1410 hours and 
noted through the door connecting the office and waiting room that POSONNET/l 
was playing GOH (Japanese game similar to chess) with another Japanese guest. 

The guest departed at 1420 hours and POSONNET/l continued to move the GOH nieces 
around by himself until 1425 hours after which he left the room and C_ was 
ushered in. Following another three or four minute waiting period POSONNET/l 
returned and apologized profusely for the delay "because he was so busy" with 
Diet affairs. CL J politely agreed with POSONNET/l that the affairs of state 
were no doubt very time consuming. 

2. Next, d explained that in view of POSONNET/l's heavy schedule he 

would dispense with amenities and handed ASCHAM's letter to POSONNET/l with the 
reminder that he (DIRMISH) would be happy to translate it for him. POSONNET/l 
grunted that that was unnecessary and appeared to be reading the letter. After 
a few moments of reflection POSONNET/l merely said "fine, fine." C ex- 

plained the inadvisability of POSONETT/l's retention of the letter and regained 
possession of the correspondence without difficulties. 

3. POSONNET/l went on to explain that the Security Treaty revision would 
go through without any more trouble because "he had seen to it that all internal 
LDP dissension had been effectively countered by himself." He added that "he 
was probably the only one in the whole conservative camp who really understood 
the significance of the Security Treaty revision viz a viz the Japanese/U.S. 
relationship." For approximately five more minutes POSONNET/l explained how 

he "single handly dealt with dissident elements within the very ranks of the 
LDP who had held up progress of the talks on their insistence for a clarification 
of the term 'Far East' and on objection to the ten-year period of validity of 
the proposed treaty." Abruptly, POSONNET/l changed the subject and claimed that 
"although he had advised C- L on this matter several times in the past, " he 
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noted that "ODYOKE apparently was making little progress or effort in countering 
Soviet propaganda that ODYOKE was aggressively bent on a warpath." POSONNET/l 
suggested that ODYOKE try an intensive PP campaign to show that she had never 
been an aggressor nation; that all her battles had been defensive ones." He 
noted that this would make points with the Japanese. Cl ^ thanked him for 
his time and advice and indicated that in view of POSONNET/l' s busy schedule he 
would not bother him but if POSONNET/l at any time desired to transmit infor- 
mation or advice to KUBARK he had but to initiate a telephone call. POSONNET/l 
said thank you and preceded C H out of the office to his next appointment. 
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
